State aid is p ro v ided o n ly fo r wo rk 
do n e in sp ecial v o catio n al dep art­ 
men ts o r scho o ls 
ap p ro v ed b y the 
State Bo ard o f Edu catio n as to “o r­

Details of the sources of the 
$344,424,453 collected in internal rev­ 
enue taxes during the year ended June 
30—the gre-atest in the history of the 
country—have just been disclosed in 
a report to Secretary McAdoo by Wil­ 
liam II. Osborne, commissioner of in­ 
ternal 
revenue, 
whose headquarters 
are in Washington. 
The 143.22o.U00 gallons of whisky 
and brandy consumed during the year 
brought in $157,542,000; the 05,246,000 
barrels of beer, porter and ales profit­ 
ed the government $65,240,000; the 14,- 
276.771.000 cigarettes smoked increased 
the revenues by $17,846,000; the 7,699,- 
038.000 cigars puffed away benefited 
Uncle Sam to the extent of $23,097,000; 
the chewing and smoking of 404,363,- 
000 pounds of tobacco gave him $32,- 
349.000r taxee on 33,209,000 pounds of 
snuff amounted to $2,657,000, and the 
sale of 32.764.155 packs of playing 
cards, an increase of 1,952,475 over the 
previous year, brought $655,283. 
Taxes on Oleomargarine. 
Taxes on 4.172,000 pounds of artifi­ 
cially colored oleomargarine amounted 
to $417,000 and on 138,986,000 pounds 
of uncolored oleomargarine to $347,000. 
This showed an aggregate increase of 
1G,906,000 pounds in the consumption 
of oleomargarine compared with, last 
year. 
The use of 3S,742,000 pounds of 
process or renovated butter, a decrease 
of 8,276.000 pounds, gave the govern­ 
ment $97,000. 
The m anufacture of “filled cheese” 
apparently has become extinct. 
While 
the treasury collected taxes on 33.000 
pounds a year ago, none was collected 
during the fiscal year of 1913. 
The aggregate number of saloons in 
the country this year was 194.590, a 
decrease, despite the increased con­ 
sumption of intoxicants, of 21,554 as 
compared with the fiscal year 1912. 
Wholesale liquor dealers 
numbered 
6,452, a decrease of 600 within a year. 
Previous Records Broken. 
Total internal revenue receipts of 
1913 exceeded the previous high record 
of 1911 by $21,898,000 and the collec­ 
tions of 1912 by $22,809,000. To collect 
the enormous sum it cost the govern­ 
ment $5,483,000. This was at the rate 
of $15.92 per $1,006, or 1.59 per cent, 
as compared with $17.14 per $1,000, or 
1.71 per cent in 1912; $16.80 per $1,000, 
or 1.68 per cent, in 1911, and a general 
average cost of collection of $25.52 
per $1,000. or 2.55 per cent 
There was a decrease in the internal 
revenue receipts on articles imported 
from Porto Rico of $22,765 and an in­ 
crease in the tax on Philippine prod­ 
ucts of $94,342. 
Illinois heads the list In the amount 
of internal 
revenue collected, with 
$58,302,001. 
New York ranks second, 
with $46,661,853.

COOK MILK LONG TIME 
TO KILL ALL THE GERMS, 


Low Temperature Best For Many Rea 
sons, Say Experts. 


In order to determine the best way 
of pasteurizing milk so as to kill the 
disease germs and yet not give the 
milk a cooked flavor or lessen its nu­ 
tritive value, the departm ent of ag­ 
riculture, through its dairy division, 
has been conducting a series of experi­ 
ments. A recent bulletin of the bureau 
of animal industry says that when 
milk is pasteurized at 145 degrees F. 
for 
thirty 
minutes 
the 
chemical 
changes are so slight that it is unlikely 
that the protein (muscle building ele­ 
ment) or the phosphates of lime and 
magnesia are rendered less digestible 
than they are In raw milk. 
Moreover, 
from 
a 
bacteriological 
standpoint, pasteurizing at low temper- 
tures is found to be more satisfac­ 
tory than at high temi>eratures. 
Ac­ 
cording to recent bulletins, where low 
tem peratures are used the majority of 
bacteria that survive are lactic acid 
organisms which play an important 
part in the normal souring of milk. 
When milk is efficiently pasteurized 
at 
high 
tem peratures 
the 
bacteria 
which survive are largely of the putre­ 
factive kinds, and milk so treated if 
kept for any length of time has a 
tendency to rot in stead of sour. 
From the standpoint of economy, the 
technologist of the dairy division finds 
that pasteurizing at low tem perature 
calls for less heat. 
It is found that it 
takes about 23Vi per cent less beat to 
raise milk to the tem perature of 145 
degrees F. than to a tem perature of 
165 degrees F. 
A similar gain is a 
saving of the ice needed because it 
will require 23li per cent more refrig­ 
eration to cool milk to the shipping 
point when it is pasteurized at the 
higher temperature. 
The departm ent 
therefore 
recom­ 
mends that “when market milk is pas­ 
teurized it should be heated to about 
145 degrees F. and held at that tem ­ 
perature for thirty minutes.”

Professor Marvin is the inventor of

For this reason neither Acting Gov ­ 
ernor Gly nn nor Gov ernor Su lzer will 
d iscu ss their official fu tu re u ntil after 
they hav e performed some official act 
which has been backed u p by the ad ­ 
v ice of their attorney s. 
To match the big array of legal tal­ 
ent obtained by Gov ernor Su lzer, D. 
Cad y Herrick, Irv ing F. Vann, Harv ey 
D. Hinman, Lou is Marshall and Jam es 
Gay Gord on, the board of managers 
appointed by the state assembly to 
prosecu te the articles of impeachment 
hav e retained as cou nsel Ed gar T. 
Brackett, John B. Stanchfield , William 
T. Jerome and H. L. Richard son. 
These are the attorney s who will pros­ 
ecu te Gov ernor 
Su lzer 
before 
the 
cou rts of impeachment. 
In ad d ition 
Mr. Gly nn is to be ad v ised personally 
regard ing acts connected with his new 
office by ex -Ju d ge Ed win Cou ntry man 
and P. C. Du gan. 
As a resu lt of the 
legal advice 
which has been 
given Mr. Gly nn, he 
has d etermined upon a cou rse which 
he feels will mean the peaceable elim­ 
ination of 
Governor Sulzer from 
the 
situ ation before many d ay s have gone 
by . 
At the ou tset, wffien the tru stees 
of the state pu blic bu ild ings m eet this 
afternoon, they will pass a resolu tion 
d esignating the su ite of rooms now 
u sed by the lieu tenant gov ernor as the 
ex ecu tiv e chamber. 
This board has 
complete ju risd iction of the rooms in 
the capitol, and their d esignation for 
the u ses of the d ifferent d epartments. 
As Lieu tenant Gov ernor Gly nn said : 
"The ex ecu tiv e chamber Is where the 
gov ernor is and a person is not gov ­ 
ernor merely becau se he is occu py ing 
rooms which heretofore hav e been d es­ 
ignated as the ex ecu tiv e chamber." 
The employ es in the ex ecu tiv e cham­ 
ber will then be notified that if they 
d esire to receiv e their pay on the first 
of the month from the state comptrol­ 
ler they had better recognize Acting 
Gov ernor Gly nn or they may find new 
appointees d oing their w*ork for Gov ­ 
ernor Gy lnn. It is not believ ed that it 
wou ld take mu ch coercion to ind u ce 
the civ il serv ice to recognize Gly nn as 
acting gov ernor.

Mo reo v er n o co n tract fo r 
materials an d bo o k s sho u ld be en ­ 
tered 
in to that

up the 
scho o ls to a certain k in d o f wo rk fo r 
a n u mber o f y ears. The problem of 
v o catio n al ed u catio n in 
this state is 
y et to be worked out 
and nothing 
sho u ld he d o n e 
that 
would perma­ 
nently hinder or retard the wo rk .

trons and trustees may more thor­ 
oughly understand the wish and de­ 
sire of this department.
